EDITORIAL 



Whether we like it or not, the fact remains that America is 
at war. It is a fact we cannot hide from. It is useless to pretend 
'that we "can go pn with our college education as before and for- 
get all this stuff about national defense". We don't agree with 
that opinion. Therefore we want to say what we think about the 
matter. - - • „ — ^ 

It is this. The fact that we*happen to be fortunate enough to 

be in college does not lessen in the least our duty in such a crisis. 
It is our duty to study as hard as we can so that when the time 
&xiam for our special abilities to be used can use them to the 
gre^atest advantage. BUT that does not mean we can shirk all 
other responsibilities; nor does it give us license to sit back and 
let scffneone else do the job for us while we loll at our ease. It 
should De plain to any thinking person bythis time that it was 
this attitude that has led us into this war. That attitude formed 
after the last war. Again are we going to sit /back and let 
others go to all the trouble of making decisions? We refused then 
to take our rightful place in the community of nations. Why? 
Because it wasn't fun to think. Thinking takes effort. We didn't 
^ant to do anything that would interfere with our round of 
pleasures. We didn't let anything interfere. Now we must reap 
the harvest that we have sown. Strangely enough we don't like 
it. Are we confusing the issues on thjis campus? Do we think 
that a college education is to be found in belonging to as many of 
the right clubs as possible and in the' number of classesi we can 
avoid attending? 

We are not quite so foolish as to believe that all the men in 
the college should make a dash for the nearest recruiting office or 
that the girls start rolling bandages. If we have conveyed that 
idea we have failed in our purpose. What we ar^ protesting 
against is a lackadaisical spirit. It is hardly bur fault that we 
have it.- It has been bred into us. But surely we can see the 
fallacies in such a philosophy, and seeing it, discard it. We can- 
not keep on successfully denying the facts. Even in Mansfield, 
removed as we are, it is no longer possible to ignore the situation. 
The college is offering a three-year course to help meet the emer- 
gency. First Aid and Red Cross Nursing Courses are being or- 
ganized. These are evidenced that no longer is ^'business ais usual". 

Defense Saying Stamps are on sale in the Book Room. Why 
not use all your dimes to buy these stamps? Perhaps you would 
rather buy a couple of cokes, but then, who wouldn't. It may be 
you even feel that you will pay your share of the war costs in the 
high taxes you will pay for the rest of your life. You are un- 
doubtedly right. You will be. That is not the question. -The 
question jis whether you prefer to pay those same taxes to a free 
Americaai government or to a conquering tyrant. If the men in 
the armed forces can be torpedoed and bombed and generally 
blasted for thirty dollars a month, you can buya few defense 
stan^-ps. Not since the Civil War have we paid very much for this 
country for which others have paid dearly. 

There are plenty of things we^can do besides buy stamps and 
bonds. For lane. _ thing, we_carL accustom ourselves to being a 
little less careless with the way We use materials. Why leave 
three or four lights on when you need only one? "The State will 
pay for it". B|xt who is the State? It's personal habits of good 
citizenship we are arguing for. Don't wdste the state's money 
any more .thl^ you would waste your own. The enrollment of 
this college is going down and so is the value of the dollar. Let's 
make an effort to dp the little things that will help to maintain 
our heritage.1 * , » 

One more thing and then we will stop boring you— if you 
bothered to read far enough to get bored. There are a lot of f>eople 
who don't like the opinions expressed in these editorials. Why 
don't -the^r' DO siomethlng about it? Is tliis "do nothing" spirit so

EDITORIAL 



Some time ago the. President of our United States warned 
us that the main thing we hav^ to-fear is "fear*'. We can little 
realize the part thafr fear has played in the risg and fall of peo- 
ples and civilizations. Men and nations have capitalized upon 
fear to subjugate weaker races. We need only to glance at the 
history of the world to be reminded of how conquering despots 
through the centucies have utilized this aU-powi^rfi^ emotion to. 
bring peace-loving nations to their knees. The conclusion is 
this: Fear spells doom, whether it be for nations or individuals. 

Are we, then, going to commit the same blunders as our pre- 
decessors and we ourselves fall victim to a mere four-letter 
iiWll I "mil"? Doesni't it occur to you that we must play our 
pmt% not only by Irving this nation, but also by contemplating 
the nature of the civilization which is to emierge from this twen- 
tieth century holocaust? IVe face a challenge that is unique — 
that of doing our bit for the common defense, and of carrying on 
at the same time those ideals which have, designated our jiountry 
as **Aiherica, the land of the free". Only men and women of 
sterling caliber can qualify to meet this diallenge, and it is up 
to us to develop such people. lif we are to have any measure of 
success, it certainly won't be theT^sultof that emotional termite, 
"fear". 

The pest cure for this cancerous disease is to be found in ac- 
ti^ty. Just what can we do about it? First and :baremost, of 
course, must come oujr contributions of money and talent. Ways 
and means for this type of assistance have already been ade- 
quately discussed. But as to the matter of holding high the 
torch of civilization, allow us to proffer a few suggestions. Above 
all, let lis divest ourselves of this imholy dependence Upon others 
for developing our character and personality. If classrooms are 
to be regarded as a place where we expose ourselves to intellec- 
tual-'my treatments, then we certainly do not belong here. If we 
attend club meetings with the sole aim of being entertained by 
the talents of others, we shoul^ realize that the colleges of 
America are not lacking in human parasites. Let \A rememb^ 
that a dass or a dub Is what WE make it. p. 

There is also this to consider: When we have left our j^lma 
Mater with its wealth of provided culture and entertainment, it 
will rest upon us as to whether or not we shall cultivate these 
seeds of wider interest. There is every reason why we should 
exercise a little vision and foresight now to pelpare those seeds 
for germination. We hear much about the fact that students 
don't have time to do any outside reading. Maybe it's so, but did 
you ever try it? The results can be amazing, and the experiment 
need not brand anyone as a "grind". . ^ • 

We realize that the w<»d "hobby" is wearing- thin, Jjut'tlon't 
ftie your complaint until you can truthftiUy daim at least cme 
spare-time diversion. Any interest in subjects outside your own 
small sphere will help establish a self-confidence never to be re- 
gretted, and will widen your circle of friends. Aim to be a 
modest authority on ^methiifg, even ii-it-bedwily tl^e art of mak- 
iiiyg slingshots. ' . 

To carry out these suggestions means that we will become 
vigors over fear, not slaves of fear as aggressor nations would 
have us.

The demand tot^mtf^faty teach'- 
ers in the past two or three years 
has focused attention shgrply on the 
training of teachers in that field, in 
line with this (development, Mans- 
field offers an elemenary curricu- 
lum to prepare the best possible 
type of elementary teacher. The so- 
cial development of the student is 
not lost sight of, and is provided 
for in many extra-class activities. 
Dr. George A. Betan, head of the 
departmeiit, ^ succeeded in orgftn- 
izing on the campus an Elem«8fi^ 
Club, which is a branch of the As- 
sociation for Childhood •^ducatiorli 
At the monthly meetings, the mem- 
bers hear talks by local leaders in 
the educational field. Last month the 
Superint^dclnt of Tioga County 
Schools, Walter Gr''^ark, spoke be- 
fore the club. 

In the campus schools, the stu- 
dftit-teacher receives practical train-p 
ing in the teaching of children from 
nursery school age through junior 
high. These laboratory schools are 
well equipped, and supervised by a 
staff of efficient teachers. The stu- 
dent teachers are confronted natur- 
ally with actual classroom situa- 
tions, and have opportunity for 
learning the mos* effective methods 
of tetfching children. Modem educa- 
tional theories and principals are 
presented by classroom instructors. 

The new acceleration program en- 
abling students to complete a couin^ 
in llirek years will' be a [grrat ad- 
vantage to those who wish to avail 
themselves of this opportunity. The 
present scarcity of qualified teachers 
makes this program especially desir- 
able.

Education. — 

Areas of concentration in the sec- 
ondary curriculum include the fol- 
lowing fields: English, French, Ge- 
ography, Latin, Mathematics, Sci- 
ence, Biological Science, Physical 
" Science, and Social Studies. EacK 
student completes at least one major 
(24 hours work in one field) and 
one minor (18 hours). Provision is 
made for student teaching in the 
junior and seizor high sdibols at 
Mansfield, where the secondary 
students teach under supervision 
those subjects in which they are 
specializing. 

This year^e secondary d^^ft^r " 
ment has established a system for 
following up of secondary graduates. 
Each secondary instructor at M. S. 
T. C. visits certain secondary grad- 
uates of the college who are doing 
their first year of teaching. When- 
ever possible the instructor is as- 
Signed to those teachers who have 
specialized in his particular field. 
If the graduates are teaching ' in 
other states, contact is made through 
correspondence, but those within the 
servl<% M oii<^ 
semester. 

As part of a state-wide testing 
program, exams are being given all 
sophomores under the direction of 
the secondary department. The tests 
cover three fields, namely, Contem- 
porary Affairs, Culture, and English 
—and their purpose is to help the 
college build the curriculum in ac- 
cOTdffifice with the needs of the 
students. 

A secondary relationships com- 
mittee functions to build up closer 
relationship between the secondary 
«ch661 and the stale teachers college.

Miss Alice Doane joined the facul- 
ty in 1912, after several years of 
secondary school teaching, and has 
served continuously to date, except 
for periods of study at Syracuse 
University, Columbia University, 
and Middlebury College. Foif many 
years she has served as adviser to 
the student Classical Club, and in 
recent months she has served as 
chairman of the student-faculty 
committee on correspondence with 
former Mansfield men in service. 

Miss Stella Doane joined the fac- 
ulty originally in 1917 as librarian 
and dean of women, following sev- 
eral years of secondary school 
teaching, teaching at the DreUcel In- 
stitute Library School, and service as 
librarian for children in the York- 
ville Branch of the New York Pub- 
lic Library. Then, from 1920 to 
■1922, she taught at the Syracuse Un- 
versity Library school and at Johns 
Hopkins University, whereupon she 
rejoined the Mansfield staff and has 
sei-\'od continuously since, except fof 
periods of advanced study. During 

her r^ffirn«>^_»h«» fnll^^g library hftff 

grown to 25,000 volumes, libraries 
have been opened in both the campus 
schools, and reading has been pro- 
moted generally through distinctive 
exhibits and activities.. - 

Relative to the retirements, Dr. 
Willis E. Pratt of Mansfield, has 
cominented: "All of us experience 
professi^P|l and personal regret 
in contemplating the departure of 
Miss Alice Doane and Miss Stella 
Doane from active service at tTie col- 
lege. However, the examples of high 
idealism, devotion to duty, and loy- 
alty to the school, which they have 
established over the years, will re- 
main with and continue to inspire us; 
and we should be selfish to wish any 
thing other than that they may find 
in freedom from routine and relaxa- 
tion, satisf aCiipjri,,..and contentment 
which they have earned so fully.

Need I say 
more? I was awakened that morn- 
ing by the sound of roaring planes. 
This was not particularly novel, as 
I lived about a mile from Hickham 
Field. I decided to go out and watch 
the maneuvers, as they were almost 
always very colorful and thrilling. 
I stepped out of our barracks. Plan^ 
of all kinds were in the air. There 
were bombers, pursuit ships, inter- 
ceptors, dive-bombers, and torpedo 
carrying planes.; Suddenly one that 
was a few hundred feet from me 
began to get go with its guns. As 
the plane was just skimming the 
ol living de-— treretops, I wondened why the Air 
Corps was trying sudh foolish stunts. 
Then I got a rude awakening. On 
the side of the ship was a huge Ris- 
ing Sim. Hurriedly glancing toward 
the harbor, I observed big clouds of 
billowing smoh» arising fcem the 
different places. I called to several 
fellows to come out. I related what 
r had already seen but most of them

Under this plan, men between the 
ages of 17 and 20 years, on being 
accepted for admission to Mansfield, 
automatically become qualified for 
immediate enlistment in the navy.

Chrlriinfts is the day/ cHdi whicfajhe 
natLvHy of the SavtoUr is observed. 
It is of unknown origin, and Decem- 
ber 25th was not observed prior to 
the fourth century in the Eastern 
Church. In the Western Churth it 
was celebQted at a much earlier date 
There was no uniformity in the pe- 
riod of the observation of the nativ- 
- ity among the early Churches, April, 
May, or Januatry^ o&m beiiig 
brated. The Armenian Church stiU 
uses the customary date for the ear- 
ly Christmas festivities, Januai^ 6th. 
The use of the date which we now 
observe spread through most of the 
East in the fourth and fifth cen- 
turies. It is impossible to establish 
an exact day in the ytear for the birth 
of Christ. It is interesting to note 
that Deconber 25t)) was during the 
rainy season in Palestine and the 
shepherds could liardly have been 
watching their flocks by night. Spe- 
cific r^isoQs cannot be determined 
for selecting December 25th. 

The Early Church was eager to re- 
place pagan festivals. Many of ^he 
belief^ of &e old Oermans, also"^ 
the Romans, relating to the matter 
have been passed on from heathen- 
ism' to Christianity and have partly 
survived to this day. The Church 
soo^t to banish the deep rooted 
pagan feeling by adding to the 
heathen customs and feasts giandly- 
devised liturgy together with dra- 
matic repcesentations of the birth of 
Christ and the first events of his life.. 
Manger songs, carols, and dramas 
grew out of this. 

Chrlsimas is now a universal so- 
cial custom and is the parent of many 
festivals. In each country th^re are 
special observances ccMinected with 
the 8eas<m. In some countries 
Christmas is celebrated for 12 days. 
Frcan oldest times the Celts, Ro- 
mans, and Germans celebral^ thf 
season with great Yule-^easts. In 
England it was the custom after the 
usual devotions were over on Christ- 
mas Eve to light large candles and 
throw on the hearth a huge log 
known as the Yule Log or Chitistttias 
Btodt. During Advent the favorite'* 
pastimes of the day were pursued to 
ttie utmost. The houses and the 
churches were decked with ever- 
greens and jnistletoe. The Christ- 
mas tree, now adorned with tinsel, 
lights, ornaments, and gifts, came 
to us from Great Britain, having its 
origin in Borne, thence passing to 
Germany and E^land. Christmas 
has come to mean the giving of gifts 
and the eating of special foods. In the 
Roman Catholic Church three mass- 
es are celebrated-— midnight, day- 
break, and monaing. Christmas cards 
began to appear at the time of the 
CivU War, 

Modem Christmas customs are a 
result of centuiries of chai^gas. This 
year with more money to spend than 
in previous years due to the high 
wages of the defense workers it 
should commonly be called a "big 
Christmas." However, many of 
tHe commodities usually purchased 
for gifts are scarce, and in some 
cases more sensible items will have 
to be substituted. In large cities 
there will be no Christmas lighting 
due to dim-out regulations. This 
year gift packages were expecteid to 
be in the mails socmer^ America at 
war pre8«3ts a far different aspect 
than America at peace. Without a 
dovibt many of us will feel it during 
this Christmas season. ^ order to 
dp our part for victory we are ready.
